Revelution in the East—Further Particulars.

We have received by the Florida, which
wrrived this mornung from Savannah, files of Savan-
nah and Charleston papers, containing further par-
ticulars of the Coban revolution, received by the fes-
pel. We extract the following, in addition to and
further explanation of what we have already pub-
lashed :

Cor. of the Savannah Moming News

Havana, July 20, 1851 —The revoiutionary cause
i this I1sland is rapidly gaimning ground, and the ranks
of the insurgeuts are dally increasing in pumbers
from all sections of the country, so that, at the last
accounts, they are said to huve numbered one thou-
«and men, all badly armed and provisioned, but res-
clutely defermined to defend the cause in which
they are engaged, at every risk and to the last ex-
tremity. This revolutionary army—or band of patri-
ots—have two banners, one white one, beaning the
words * Ejercito Libertrader ™ ( Regiment of Libera-
tors), the other is the same as that which Gen. Lo-
e unfurled at Cardenas.

1 ptothe present time there has been only one
serousencounter with the troops of the government.
This engagement was with a body of 3% men seat
from Havana in a steamboat, as a remforcement (o
the garrison at Nuesitas, upler she command 5
Ericavier General Conti. The patriots ohserving
their approwch from their look-out on the mountain,
hastenvd to the landing and attacked them {mmel-
wtely on their disembarkation. After a short skirmush,
in which several were killed and wounded on both
stdes, nioe of the Spanish officers, including the eom-
mander of the detachinent, Gen. Conti, were taken
prisuners by the patriots. the balance of the party
effected their escape precipitotely in the steamer
which brought them

After thas briliant little aflair, so ereditable and
encouraging to the patriots, they retired tothe moun-
tains bejonging to the range of Cubitas, which Lie be-
tween Puerto Principe amd Nnevitas, where they can
fortify themselves withfacility, and from thenece open
direct eommunication with the northern eoast, from
which directton they expect to receive reinforce-
ments, nrms and ammumition, the laiter of whichthey
are greatly in need of.

In the first encounter with the patriots—the one
near Carcorro—the Government troops sucogeded in
cutting off 1 few prisoners, among them o man by the
name of Aguero, whom they threatened to shoot

Learning this, the patriots in the mountains of Cua-

bitas notified the Government officers, that 1o case of
the execution of their comrade, they would at once
retaliate by putting to death the nine officers whom
they had made prisoners at Nuevita.
There is not, at present, any sign of revolution or
much exeiterment at Trinidad or St Jago de Cuba,
But ut Matanzus there is much excitement, and the
apprehensions of the Government party are greatly
increased by the fact that the Catalans have Joined
the Creoies  The knowledge of this fact has in-
dueed the Gavernment 1o send large reinforcements
to the garrison at that place

The Government has also sent 2,000 troops from
Havana to Puerto Principe, the news of the afair at
Nenvitas having greatly exetted the fears of the Cap-
tin li!r neral for the safety of that portion of the
Isline

I Havana some of the papers have been suspend-
ed, 18 1= =it by order of e Government.  Muany of
the Spani<h families are disposing of their property
and reuring to Spaim.

The Government, whose chief sim istopreventthe
arival of retnforcements from any quarter to the pa-
